Tao the onlslde world the result of the re-
cent city electlon was & viotory of the Re-
publicans, & proof of this, that or the other
thing about woman suffrage, or what ¢lso
vou please, To thoge who have known Chl-
engd during the last 20 years, these things,
important enough in thelr way, are of lesa
real consequence and significancea than the
fact that the work of the Munlelpal Valers®

through all the uproar, brought again Its duo
roward In “the best Clty Councll in 20
vears" Let the Mayor be who or what he
maiy, Chicago 1s really governed by 18 Bourd
of Aldermen.

How wis it donae? The process wWas 50
gimple as to be almost laughable; so simpla
and o casy that It can be duplicated in any
ather American community—any community
that hns the right sort of brave and un-
gelfish men to put [t into operation, Just
publiclty—that ls all. Fach yedr for 20 years
this organlaation has fearlessly and ruth-
lessly taken stock of the candidates for the
Hoard of Aldermen, fine-combed the record
of each and told the people, without regurd
ta purty aMllatlon or other oXtranéous con-
siderntions, whot it discovered. Notional
fssues were Ignored as If they had not bean,

The one question was, What sort of Alder-
man will this man make for your ward and
for the cliy of Chicngn? Ha might ba A
Prohibitionist, o Soclalist, a Demooral, & Re-
publivan, white, black or brown; no matter—
that was entirely bealde the point, Wan he
A reéasonably clean and honest man, Hksly to
devota himself with Integrity and intelll-
genco Lo the business of the city? The faols
bearing on this question, so far ns they eould
bo lgarned by dillgent Inguiry, were set bae-
fore the people, and the people did the rest,
Blowly at flrst, but with generally sccelorut-
ing force, with now and then & setback, con-
ditlons lmproved. The people learned to re-
poas great confldence In the reporte of the
lengue; the political mnehines Jearned to fear
and to hsate it, and to make their nomina-
tons with & wholesomae dread of the league's

her Aldermen shall be not only honest but
able. For 20 years, unpald, often unappre-
clated, Indomitable In purpoedge, inflexible in
honeaty, disinterested fn method and man=
noer, this lttle group of men has stood on
tho firing lloe ngainst corruption, InofMolonoy
and carpornte selflshness, 1t {8 a nohls recs
ord, of which Chlcago may well be proud,
and In which other communities might well
find needed stimulus and example,
